Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  City  Clerk’s  Department,  cover- 
ing 1949.  The  report  does  not  show  the  great  amount  of  detail  attached  to  the 
bookkeeping  and  accounting  of  the  office  or  the  keeping  of  records,  such  as  vital 
statistics.  There  was  a total  of  $4,841.58  taken  in  for  the  various  licenses, 
issuance  of  permits,  certified  copies  of  records  and  recording  of  chatel  mortgages 
and  other  legal  papers.  In  1949  there  were  1778  dog  licenses  issued  for  which 
$4398  was  taken  in,  $4042.20  being  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  the 
county’s  share  of  the  gross,  and  the  balance  $355.80  was  paid  to  the  city  treas- 
urer as  fees.  There  were  1895  sporting  licenses  sold  in  1949  at  a gross  value  of 
$3883  with  $3440  of  it  going  to  the  State  Department  of  Conservation  for  the 
Fish  & Game  Department  and  the  balance  of  $443  going  to  the  city  for  fees. 
Attleboro  is  one  of  the  very  few  cities  of  the  Commonwealth  that  deprives  the 
city  clerk  of  the  fees  for  sporting  licenses. 

As  a matter  of  comparison,  the  income  for  licenses,  permits,  fees,  etc., 
in  1948  was  $4837.08.  Gross  of  dog  licenses  sold  in  1948  was  $4628  and  for 
sport  licenses  $4886. 

Broken  down  the  income  on  licenses,  permits,  etc.,  was,  in  1949 — Motor 
vehicle  dealers’  licenses,  $59;  hackney  and  express  licenses,  $305;  Sunday 
licenses,  $270;  common  victuallers  and  lodging  houses,  $156;  pool  and  bowling, 
$120;  auctioneers,  $18;  second  hand  and  junk  licenses,  $405;  amusement 
licenses  and  permits,  $349;  theaters,  $204;  gas  tank  registrations  and  ammuni- 
tion permits  and  licenses,  $201;  sign  licenses,  $135;  marriage  permits,  $416; 
sale  of  certified  copies,  $270.80;  recording  mortgages  and  discharges,  $1889.93; 
and  miscellaneous  receipts,  $42.85.  Total,  $4,841.58. 

Up  to  closing  time  of  business  on  Dec.  30  there  had  been  1123  births 
reported  in  1949,  as  against  1185  in  1948.  There  were  278  marriages  recorded 
in  Attleboro  in  1949  as  against  397  in  1948.  Attleboro  deaths  (including  many 
out  of  the  city  residents)  stood  at  368  in  1949  against  367  recorded  in  the 
previous  year.  As  in  deaths,  the  births  at  the  hospital  included  many  to  out 
of  town  parents  and  on  the  whole,  these  records  do  not  give  a true  picture, 
as  regards  local  statistics.  Additional  reports  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages 
that  may  come  in  will  probably  revise  all  the  1949  figures  upward,  to  some 
extent.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Salary  and  Wages 

We  have  recommended  an  increase  in  wages  for  the  Officers  and  Men.  If 
this  increase  cannot  be  granted  we  recommend  that  a cost  of  living  bonus  be 
granted. 
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Apparatus  and  Equipment 

We  recommend  a replacement  program  as  follows: 

The  purchase  of  one  triple  combination  pumping  engine  in  1950. 

The  purchase  of  one  junior  aerial  ladder  truck,  tractor  drawn,  in  1951. 

The  purchase  of  one  triple  combination  pumping  engine  in  1952. 

This  program,  if  followed,  will  replace  apparatus  31  years  old,  26  years 
old  and  24  years  old. 

We  again  recommend  one  Two-way  radio  be  installed  on  apparatus  in 
South  Attleboro.  This  radio  would  save  us  many  miles  travel  and  wear  on  our 
apparatus. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  thousand  feet  of  2/2  inch  hose. 

Station  Recommendations 

We  recommend  that  a new  Central  Fire  Station  be  built  to  house  all  the 
apparatus  in  the  two  Central  Stations. 

We  again  recommend  that  the  Police  and  Fire  Committee  of  the  City 
Council,  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  the  Sup’t.  of  Fire  Alarms  bring  before 
the  Mayor  and  Council  a report  covering  a suitable  location  and  estimated 
cost  of  land  and  building  at  an  early  date. 

Repairs 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  be  made  to  cover  the  following  needed 
repairs:  A new  apron,  new  doors  and  cement  floor  at  Union  street.  Cement 
floor  and  covering  of  second  story  floors  at  South  Attleboro.  Rebuilding  of 
parapet  wall  on  north  side  of  Central  station.

We  hope  it  will  be  convenient  in  the  near  future  for  you  to  visit  the  Library 
and  see  the  condition  in  some  of  the  departments  where  space  is  at  the  very 
limit,  and  plans  should  be  made  for  some  expansion.

Commentary  on  activities  and  needs — Building,  Branches,  Bookstock  and 
Personnel. 


BUILDING 

The  Library  is  starting  its  43rd  year  in  the  present  building.  Designed  to 
accommodate  approximately  25,000  volumes,  and  for  administration  from  a 
centrally  located  desk  within  view  of  reading  rooms  and  a section  reserved  for 
children,  the  library  has  developed  a collection  of  65,183  volumes  plus  the 
various  special  collections  of  pictures,  maps,  charts,  pamphlets,  family  and 
historical  records,  which  must  bt*  classified,  filed,  and  stored  for  ease  of  access. 
From  time  to  time  additional  shelving  and  verticle  files  have  been  added,  but 
the  year  1950  finds  the  present  ciuarters  so  crowded  that  valuable  material  is 
damaged  from  being  crammed  on  over-crowded  shelves,  and  far  too  much  time 
consumed  trying  to  locate  items  temporarily  stored  where  they  don’t  belong,  in 
the  vain  effort  to  salvage  a few  feet  of  space  for  titles  of  i’'  ,/iediate  demand. 

Work  space  that  was  ample  for  1907  needs  is  totalK  inadequate  ^or  1950, 
resulting  not  only  in  loss  of  time,  motion  and  temper,  but  the  still  ? .ore  serious 
slowing  down  of  service.  Immediate  remodeling  of  the  present  quarters  is  of 
primary  importance. 

The  building  as  a whole  has  reached  the  stage  where  maintenance  is  a 
major  factor.  The  problem  of  the  roof  seems  to  be  perpetual,  and  1949  brought 
its  quota  of  leaks. 

As  a means  of  surface  protection,  the  window  sills,  frames,  etc.,  were 
refinished  on  the  main  floor  and  in  the  galleries  and  lecture  hall,  and  the  bronze 
grill  work  and  trim  on  the  outside  of  the  building  was  painted.  An  installation 
of  Bird’s-Off  seems  to  have  entirely  eliminated  the  pigeon  nuisance. 
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Reclecoration  of  all  wall  surfaces  has  long  been  needed.  A beginning  was 
made  in  the  summer  by  the  painting,  in  light  terra-cotta  beige  to  blend  with  the 
floor  decorations,  of  the  reading  rooms  on  either  side  of  the  foyer.  The  lighting 
as  well  as  the  appearance  of  the  remainder  of  the  building  would  be  improved 
by  repainting  all  other  main  service  areas.  The  Children’s  Room  has  had  no 
fresh  paint  since  1930. 


BRANCHES 

The  concept  of  branch  libraries  as  merely  dispensories  of  books  is  definitely 
out-dated.  Present  day  branches  are  representative  unit  libraries,  adapted  to 
the  particular  needs  of  the  locality;  simplified  perhaps  in  some  instances,  but 
maintaining  as  high  standards  of  service  as  the  library  of  which  they  are  a part. 


The  four  branches  operated  by  the  Attleboro  library  are  individual  in  their 
needs,  and  vary  considerably  in  terms  of  housing,  equipment,  etc.  The  growth 
of  the  city,  the  increase  in  school  enrollment  and  new  housing  developments 
are  reflected  in  the  demands  made  on  branch  library  costs.  It  is  recommended 
that  studies  be  made  in  terms  of  localities  available  transportation,  and  type  of 
service  desirable  for  the  various  districts  now  served  or  which  will  need  service 
in  the  near  future. 

Reports  from  the  assistants  in  charge  of  the  branches  all  stress  the  need 
for  more  frequent  change  of  collections,  and  for  more  books,  and  pictures  for 
the  lower  grades. 


An  instance  of  change  of  service  necessitated  by  increasing  school  enroll- 
ment is  shown  at  the  Tiffany  and  Lincoln  School  branches.  When  the  class- 
room formerly  used  as  a library  at  Tiffany  School  was  again  needed  for  class 
purposes,  a storage  bay  in  the  basement  was  fitted  up,  attractively  painted  and 
curtained,  and  through  the  cooperation  of  the  school  principal.  Miss  Young, 
the  children  and  teachers  are  making  enthusiastic  use  of  the  facilities  offered. 
On  the  other  hand,  only  49  adults  are  registered  as  against  341  children.  This 
lack  of  adult  use  is  probably  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  branch  is  only 
open  during  school  hours. 

The  need  for  using  every  available  bit  of  space  for  classroom  purposes 
necessitated  the  closing  of  the  branch  library  at  Lincoln  School  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year.  A room  in  Legion  Hall,  in  South  Attleboro  Village,  was  made 
available  and  service  began  there  in  September.  The  room  is  of  ample  propor- 
tions affording  plenty  of  reading  room  space  and  shelving  arrangements  which 
make  for  ease  of  selection.  Unfortunately,  the  Village  branch,  while  in  a more 
convenient  location  for  use  by  adults,  cannot  serve  the  school  population 
which  used  it  so  avidly  when  it  was  housed  in  the  Lincoln  School. 

In  the  Washington  School  region,  service  is  dispensed  from  a portable 
building  long  ago  abandoned  by  the  school  department.  Gay  posters,  attrac- 
tive book  displays,  a sizeable  book  collection  (approximately  2,200  volumes), 
magazines,  picture  and  pamphlet  files,  reading  tables  plus  good  lighting  and  a 
good  floor  are  offset  by  very  insecure  underpinning  and  walls  and  window 
frames  which  offer  but  slight  resistance  to  wind  and  weather.  The  building 
may  hold  up  another  year.  Washington  branch  has  a registration  of  83  adults 
and  371  children.  The  past  year  it  circulated  13,853  books,  11,611  of  them 
to  children. 
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The  Hebronville  Library  is  located  in  half  of  the  Community  Cottage 
presented  by  the  late  Joseph  Finberg.  Service  to  children  is  given  largely 
through  the  weekly  visits  of  classes  from  the  lower  grades  of  Finberg  school. 
The  proportion  of  adult  readers  is  about  the  same  as  at  Washington  Branch. 
The  room  is  attractive,  but  too  small  to  permit  more  than  the  mere  selection 
of  books.  Space  for  reading  and  study  tables  is  highly  desirable  and  could  be 
obtained  by  some  slight  alteration  in  the  partition  and  the  extension  of  shelving 
into  a now  unoccupied  room. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  comments,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the 
means  and  manner  of  library  branch  service  be  given  careful  study  during  the 
coming  year. 


BOOKS 

Although  books  are  the  very  reason  for  a library’s  existence  they  are 
oftimes  relegated  to  a position  of  minor  importance  in  library  reports,  whereas 
the  selection  and  care  of  books  is  a major  function. 

Attleboro  has  a good  book  collection.  It  was  a good  collection  in  the 
days  of  the  library’s  beginnings  and  the  succession  of  librarians  and  trustees 
have  taken  pains  to  maintain  high  standards.  Maintenance  involves  the  dis- 
carding of  worn  out  copies  and  obsolete  titles  that  have  served  their  usefulness, 
as  well  as  the  acquisition  of  new  titles  and  the  replacement  of  those  which  have 
permanent  value.  Maintenance  involves  also  knowing  when  and  how  to  repair, 
or  have  bound;  a knowledge  of  paper,  book  making,  book  cloths. 

Book  selection  must  always  be  correlated  to  the  budget,  and  a separate 
book  budget  must  be  constantly  checked  to  assure  purchase  of  essential  items 
in  various  fields  while  providing  more  adequately  for  specific  subjects  most  in 
demand. 

The  art  collection,  comprising  design,  fine  metal  work,  jewelry,  antiques, 
ceramics,  photography,  and  music  is  the  most  used  ( and  most  expensive ) 
with  technical  books  a very  close  second.  A constant  check  for  revised  editions 
is  essential  in  the  technical  and  scientific  field  in  order  to  keep  the  collection 
at  its  maximum  usefulness.  Consequently  a greater  proportion  of  the  book 
budget  is  required  for  these  fields. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  2,064  adult  volumes  added  in  1949, 
1,460  titles  were  non-fiction.  The  central  library  alone  circulated  76,217  adult 
books,  45.4%  of  which  were  non-fiction. 

Adults  may  have  to  be  content  with  fewer  new  titles  the  coming  year, 
however,  due  to  the  ever  increasing  demands  on  the  collection  for  boys  and 
girls.  Children  read  67,333  books  in  1949,  and  of  the  1,315  books  added  to 
the  juvenile  collection,  785  were  duplicates  or  replacements.  It  is  impossible 
to  fill  the  almost  daily  requests  for  classroom  collections  to  correlate  special 
subjects;  5,742  books  were  loaned  in  this  way.  The  branches  constantly  clamor 
for  more  books  for  the  lower  grades;  the  children  swarming  into  the  main  library 
after  school  are  reading  more  and  more  biography,  science,  and  how-to-do 
books,  and  on  some  days  there  is  scarcely  a book  left  for  the  youngsters  below 
the  third  grade. 
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STAFF 

The  increased  use  of  the  library  naturally  involves  personnel. 

Larger  circulation  demands  more  staff  hours  in  the  physical  handling, 
checking,  sorting,  shelving  and  repairing.  Increasing  reference  and  informa- 
tional demands  and  the  use  of  books  for  study  means  not  only  more  time  spent 
per  borrower  but  greater  attention  to  the  classification  and  cataloging  processes, 
the  checking  of  bibliographical  information  and  time  for  examining  books  to 
determine  their  suitability  for  specific  uses. 

Attleboro  library  staff  members  all  have  training  in  library  techniques  and 
in  several  specialized  fields,  but  they  frequently  are  faced  with  requests  that 
involve  riding  two  horses  at  once.  Adjusting  conflicts  between  the  demands 
at  the  eentral  library  and  adequate  coverage  for  the  branch  schedules  some-  > 
times  involve  performance  that  would  be  envied  in  a circus.  The  performance 
should  receive  proper  recompense.  A pay  schedule  providing  for  graded  in- 
creases has  been  adopted  by  the  trustees  and  it  is  of  paramount  importance 
that  it  be  made  a monetary  actuality.  Attleboro  cannot  afford  to  lose  a library 
staff  which  is  technically  competent  and  intellectually  alert  to  the  growing 
cultural  demands  of  a developing  city. 

The  Attleboro  Library  has  been  the  grateful  recipient  of  many  gifts  and 
much  thoughtfulness  on  the  part  of  organizations  and  individuals.  That  these 
tokens  of  friendship  and  generosity  may  prove  to  be  like  the  mustard  seed,  the 
staff,  by  intelligent  tending  of  the  seed,  strives  to  bring  to  the  community  a 
flourishing  growth  of  good  library  service.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  a report  as  director  of  the  Veterans  Service  Center  for  the 
year  1949. 

The  War  Veterans  of  Attleboro  and  many  from  the  district  communities 
of  Norton,  North  Attleboro,  Dighton,  Seekonk,  and  Rehoboth  have  availed 
themselves  the  opportunity  of  seeking  information  and  assistance  through  this 
office  which  is  open  from  8:30  A.  M.  throughout  the  day  until  5:00  P.  M., 
which  gives  the  veterans,  their  widows,  or  dependents  who  work  or  live  in 
Attleboro  the  chance  of  being  assisted  in  the  various  services  enacted  by  law. 

The  Veterans’  Services  include  knowledge  of  benefits.  Government  Aid, 
Civil  Service,  Allotments,  Terminal  Leave  Pay,  Housing,  Pensions,  Rurial  Allow- 
ance, Education  and  Training  information  and  the  filling  out  of  necessary  papers 
and  assistance  in  helping  the  veteran  in  picking  out  available  schools.  Bonus 
laws  and  eligible  recipients  are  important  functions  of  the  office  and  valuable 
to  the  entitled.  Insurance  benefits  have  in  many  cases  been  the  means  of 
widows  and  dependents  of  veterans  receiving  money. 

Special  Dividend  Insurance  blanks  were  made  out  for  over  500  veterans 
at  this  office  as  well  as  many  applications  for  the  Veterans  Housing  in  co- 
operation with  the  Local  Board. 

Photostatic  copies  of  servicemen’s  records  and  discharges  have  proved  a 
big  help  to  the  veteran  as  well  as  giving  the  office  complete  record  for  office  files. 

These  papers  are  important  and  necessary  for  Veterans  in  many  instances.

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Report  of  Health  Department 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

The  Health  Department  presents  for  your  examination  and  approval  its 
35th  annual  report  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1949. 

Two  changes  in  department  personnel  are  noted.  The  department  was 
grieved  at  the  sudden  death  last  May  of  Dr.  Frederick  L.  Briggs,  who  had 
served  us  faithfully  and  successfully  for  many  years  as  Inspector  of  Animals 
and  Inspector  of  Slaughter.  To  succeed  him.  Dr.  James  C.  DeWitt,  a graduate 
and  registered  veterinarian,  was  appointed  with  the  required  approval  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health  and  the  Director  of  Livestock  Disease  Control. 

Miss  Barbara  Arnold  assumed  the  post  of  Dental  Hygienist  at  the  start  of 
the  school  year  in  September.  She  is  a graduate  of  The  Forsyth  School  for 
Dental  Hygienists  and  is  a registered  hygienist  under  the  State  Board  of  Regis- 
tration in  Dentistry. 

The  city  has  enjoyed  another  satisfactory  public  health  record  throughout 
the  past  year. 

The  number  of  live  Attleboro  births  during  1949  was  466  (241  males  and 
225  females),  marking  a decrease  of  55  from  the  preceding  year  but  still  main- 
taining the  high  rate  of  growth  noted  in  the  past  decade.  Of  this  number  391 
were  born  at  Sturdy  Hospital,  three  were  home  deliveries  and  72  were  born 
in  hospitals  outside  the  city.  Six  hundred  and  82  more  babies  ( 367  males  and 
315  females)  were  born  in  this  city  to  parents  having  residences  in  other  com- 
munities. 

Changes  in  state  legislation  concerning  the  care  of  premature  infants 
became  effective  in  October,  1949.  Because  this  is  primarily  concerned  with 
public  health  this  legislation  transfers  to  local  boards  of  health  all  responsibility 
regarding  the  care  of  premature  infants  previously  allocated  to  boards  of  public 
welfare.  Most  important  provision  of  the  act  relates  to  the  payment  for  hos- 
pitalization of  premature  infants  whose  parents  are  unable  to  pay.  This 
payment  is  limited  to  infants  weighing  4/2  pounds  or  less  at  birth  because  they 
are  the  ones  usually  requiring  periods  of  hospitalization  extending  beyond  the 
mother’s  hospital  stay.  Parents  who  could  afford  a relatively  short  hospitaliza- 
tion may  not  be  able  to  meet  the  demands  of  a long  one. 

The  total  number  of  Attleboro  deaths  from  all  causes  during  1949  was 
240,  including  12  stillbirths  and  42  residents  who  died  out  of  the  city.  This 
figure  marks  a slight  increase  over  the  preceding  year’s  total  when  231  deaths 
were  recorded.  Of  the  240  total,  144  were  males  and  96  females. 

The  predominating  causes  of  these  deaths  were  the  same  as  in  the  recent 
years,  namely:  Heart  Disease,  Arteriosclerosis,  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Hem- 
orrhage, These  leading  causes  totalled  157  deaths  or  over  65%  of  all  deaths 
in  our  city.  Over  65%  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  among  the  over  60  age  group, 
while  47.5%  were  persons  70  years  of  age  and  older. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  communicable  diseases  reported  was  slightly  higher 
than  in  1948,  753  cases  being  recorded  as  compared  with  650  in  the  previous 
year.  Two  hundred  and  80  cases  of  measles,  190  cases  of  chicken  pox,  and 
112  cases  of  mumps  made  up  78%  of  the  total  and  dog  bite  with  61  cases 
provided  the  next  highest  total.  The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  increased  to  17 
cases  as  compared  with  eight  cases  in  1948.  Fourteen  new  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  reported  in  1949  equalled  the  number  recorded  in  1948,  but 
deaths  from  this  cause  increased  from  3 to  6. 

Twelve  local  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred  during  the  big  epidemic 
year  of  1949.  All  cases  were  hospitalized,  the  majority  at  nearby  Chapin 
Hospital  in  Providence,  and  none  are  expected  to  be  permanently  or  seriously 
crippled.  The  Health  Department  is  indebted  to  the  National  Foundation  for 
Infantile  Paralysis  for  financial  assistance  given  these  cases  and  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a clinic  at  our  local  Sturdy  Hospital  for  orthopedic  follow-up. 

The  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp  epidemic  among  our  school  population,  which 
began  in  1948  and  assumed  a position  of  considerable  concern  and  plague  to 
health  authorities  and  parents  because  of  the  difficulty  of  treatment,  was 
brought  under  complete  control  during  1949.  Only  a half  dozen  or  so  cases 
now  remain  under  treatment  and  supervision  of  these  is  maintained  at  a clinic 
operated  at  the  Health  Department  office  each  Friday  afternoon. 

It  is  again  gratifying  to  report  that  for  the  13th  consecutive  year  no  case 
of  diphtheria  occurred  in  our  community.  One  hundred  and  24  children 
were  given  booster  or  three  dose  diphtheria  toxoid  inoculations  at  our  annual 
free  diphtheria  clinics  conducted  Saturday  mornings  during  September  and 
October.  To  further  advance  our  diphtheria  prevention  program,  our  health 
department  cooperated  during  the  year  with  the  State  Department  of  Health 
in  a diphtheria  prevention  study  among  local  high  school  students.  The  local 
study  was  part  of  a state-wide  one  conducted  by  the  Division  of  Communicable 
Diseases  to  determine  how  well  high  school  students  are  protected  against 
diphtheria  and  was  initiated  due  to  the  increase  in  diphtheria  cases  among 
persons  in  the  adolescent  and  adult  age  group.  With  the  approval  of  their 
parents,  487  high  school  students  were  Schick  tested  in  April  by  State  Health 
Department  physicians.  Of  these,  327  showed  a negative  response  to  the  Schick 
test,  indicating  an  immunity  to  diphtheria.  The  remaining  160,  who  were 
disclosed  to  have  a positive  Schick,  were  given  a single  booster  dose  of  dipli- 
theria  toxoid.  This  latter  group  (excluding  61  who  were  graduated  in  June) 
were  'Schick  tested  again  in  November  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of  tlie 
booster  as  a protection  against  the  disease.  Fifty  of  these  had  become  nega- 
tive and  49  (only  6 of  whom  were  ever  really  fully  immunized  in  the  past,  so 
could  not  have  been  expected  to  gain  protection  from  the  booster)  still  remain 
positive  indicating  a present  need  for  complete  immunization  against  the  disease. 

The  prevention  and  control  of  communicable  diseases  is  one  of  the  most 
important  responsibilities  of  the  Health  Department.  Mrs.  Lois  Wilmarth,  our 
health  nurse,  keeps  close  watch  on  all  cases  reported  to  the  department,  and 
when  the  need  is  indicated  she  makes  home  visits  to  arrange  for  care  and  hos- 
pitalization and  to  give  instruction  regarding  isolation  and  quarantine  regula- 
tions and  precautions  to  be  observed.  Careful  and  constant  super\ision  and 
follow-up  of  all  tuberculosis  cases  and  contacts  are  an  important  part  of  her 
public  health  activity. 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  functioned  throughout  the  year  in  a very  creditable 
manner.  A large  number  of  school  children  of  the  first  three  grades  have  had 
all  dental  defects  corrected.  During  the  coming  year  our  sodium  Huoride 
prevention  program  will  be  extended.  The  appointment  of  Miss  Arnold  to  our 
staff  to  resume  the  dental  health  education  program  in  the  schools  will  advance 
this  important  health  department  service,  and  appreciation  of  her  instruction 
has  already  come  to  the  department  from  parents,  teachers  and  pupils. 
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Routine  physical  examinations  were  given  to  children  of  St.  Joseph’s 
parochial  school  by  the  Health  Officer,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Wilmarth.  Hearing 
tests  were  also  given  all  these  pupils  through  the  cooperation  of  the  State 
Department  of  Health.  The  nurse  followed  up  these  examinations  with  home 
visits  for  consultation  with  parents  of  children  found  to  have  physical  defects 
or  other  health  problems. 

Sanitary  conditions  throughout  the  city  have  continued  good  during  1949. 
All  complaints  of  insanitary  conditions  have  been  investigated  by  Mr.  Cushman, 
our  sanitary  inspector,  and  in  most  cases  promptly  abated. 

In  the  past  year  the  milk  and  cream  received  and  consumed  in  the  city 
has  been  maintained  at  a high  standard  of  safety  and  purity,  and  an  adequate 
supply  of  pure  water  for  drinking,  washing  and  household  purposes  was  avail- 
able to  our  citizens  despite  a long  period  of  drought. 

All  food  handling  establishments,  including  bakeries,  pasteurizing  plants, 
ice  cream  manufacturing  plants,  markets,  restaurants,  bars,  lunch  rooms  and 
soda  fountains  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  substantial  and  steady  im- 
provement in  sanitary  conditions  and  practices  have  been  noted.  Our  training 
classes  in  sanitary  food  handling  methods  conducted  for  employees  of  all  eating 
and  drinking  places  drew  responsive  audiences  and  resulted  in  increased 
interest  and  cooperation  in  good  food  handling. 

The  department  gratefully  recognizes  the  friendly  assistance  of  city 
officials  and  public  and  private  welfare  agencies  and  the  continued  good  co- 
operation of  our  citizens,  which  have  made  possible  our  accomplishment  of 
another  year  of  successful  service  to  the  people  of  Attleboro. 

The  usual  tables  of  statistical  data  are  appended  as  are  also  the  reports 
of  our  staff  members  showing  in  detail  the  work  of  the  department.

Edgewood  Park  Plat  and  Cowan  Manor  Plat  which  were  under  considera- 
tion at  the  close  of  1948  were  given  final  approval. 

Four  public  hearings  were  held  on  the  Acceptance  of  new  plats,  namely: 
The  Lincoln  Home  Development  Annex  No.  1,  The  Lincoln  Home  Develop- 
ment Captain  Annex  No.  2,  Pitas  Acres,  and  Ridge  Hill  Terrace.  These  all 
received  final  approv'al. 


HEARINGS  ON  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  ZONING  ORDINANCE 

A recommendation  to  the  Municipal  Council  was  pending  at  the  close  of 
1948  on  the  rezoning  of  Washington  Street  from  the  Rliode  Island  state  line 
to  Barrows  Street,  changing  the  Residential  use  to  Business  use.  The  Board 
did  not  approve  of  the  proposed  change  and  so  recommended  to  the  Council. 
The  Council  after  its  hearing  on  the  proposed  changes  in  use  modified  them 
by  preserving  certain  residential  districts  as  recommended  by  the  Board. 

Five  public  hearings  were  held  on  Amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
four  of  which  were  for  the  ehanging  of  the  boundaries  of  zoning  districts  and 
one  for  a change  in  the  wording  of  the  Ordinance,  as  follows: 

1.  The  extension  of  the  Industrial  District  to  include  Lot  No.  30,  Assessors 
New  Plat  No.  32  on  the  westerly  bank  of  the  Ten  Mile  River  canal  at  the  foot 
of  Sixth  Street,  originally  zoned  for  General  Residence.  This  was  approved  by 
the  Board  and  so  recommended  to  the  Municipal  Council. 

2.  The  extension  of  the  Business  District  on  Washington  Street  to  include 
Lot  No.  114,  situated  on  the  southwesterly  corner  of  Washington  Street  and 
Highland  Avenue,  as  shown  on  Assessors  New  Plat  No.  12.  Said  lot  being  in  a 
Single  Residence  District.  This  was  not  approved,  and  not  recommended  in 
the  report  to  the  Municipal  Council. 

3.  The  change  in  use  from  Single  to  General  Residence  use  of  the  easterly 
portion  of  Hill  Crest  Oaks  Plat,  containing  12.7  acres  more  or  less,  and  bounded 
by  South  Avenue,  Hanisch  Road,  Hill  Crest  Drive  and  Snell  Street  as  shown 
on  Assessors  New  Plat  No.  85.  This  was  approved  and  so  recommended. 

4.  The  extension  of  the  Business  District  to  include  the  whole  of  lots  No. 
415,  416  and  a portion  of  Lot  417  on  Maple  Street  at  the  end  of  Brook  Street 
as  shown  on  Assessors  New  Plat  No.  46  and  originally  zoned  for  General  Resi- 
dence use.  Approved  by  the  Board  and  so  recommended  to  the  Council. 

5.  The  change  in  wording  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  in  “Section  14A — 
Residences  Located  in  Business  or  Industrial  Districts”  by  inserting  after  the 
word  ‘constructed’,  the  words  ‘reconstructed,  altered’.  Approved  by  the  Board 
and  so  recommended  to  the  Council. 
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TRAFFIC  CONTROL 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  Mayor,  Police  Commissioners,  Fire  Depart- 
ment Engineers,  Municipal  Council  Committee  on  Streets  and  the  Retail 
Merchants  Association,  in  a study  of  the  parking  and  traffic  conditions  of  the 
City.  Two  meetings  were  held  which  made  recommendations  to  the  Mayor 
..md  City  Council  approving  the  purchase  and  installation  of  parking  meters 
along  certain  streets,  a building  line  on  Wall  Street  to  widen  that  street  so  as 
to  reduce  the  present  traffic  hazard,  a strict  enforcement  of  the  parking  regula- 
tions and  fourteen  suggestions  for  improving  traffic  conditions  in  the  central 
part  of  the  city.  These  bodies  formed  a representative  committee  to  meet  from 
time  to  time  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman  for  further  consideration  of  the  traffic 
conditions  in  the  city. 

During  the  year  the  Board  made  the  following  recommendations  to  the 
Mayor  and  his  Municipal  Council: 

1.  That  the  Hayward  Field  parcel  of  land  fronting  on  North  Avenue  should 
remain  intact  for  further  development  and  that  no  lots  of  land  should  be  sold 
from  it. 

2.  That  the  City  accept  a new  layout  of  the  triangular  piece  of  land  at 
Peck  Street,  Peck  Avenue  and  Benefit  Street,  according  to  plans  drawn  by  Mr. 
Russell  Tennant. 

3.  The  establishment  of  a building  line  or  lines  on  Pleasant  Street  from 
Custin  Avenue  to  the  Taunton  Branch  Railroad  Bridge,  to  make  possible  a 
future  widening  to  fifty  feet  in  accordance  with  plans  on  file  in  the  City  En- 
gineer’s Office. 

4.  The  establishment  of  a building  line  or  lines  on  Park  Street  from  Mowry 
Street  to  Angell  Park  to  make  possible  a future  widening  to  fifty  feet. 

5.  A survey  of  Mowry  Street  from  Park  Street  to  Maynard  Street  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a building  line  or  lines  n insure  a suitable  width  for 
Mowry  Street. 

6.  The  approval  of  a suggestion  made  by  the  M.  F.  Ashley  & Company 
Incorporated,  that  it  deed  a certain  strip  of  land  ten  feet  wide  on  the  westerly 
side  of  Sturdy  Street  from  Holman  Street  to  Emory  Street. 

The  Board  also  unanimously  recommended  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal 
the  re-hearing  of  two  petitions,  and  by  request  of  that  Board  rendered  an 
opinion  upon  one  petition  before  it. 


FURTHER  SUGCESTIONS 

1.  The  extension  of  Brook  Street  to  South  Main  Street  over  the  right  of 
way  now  owned  by  the  City.  This  would  be  a step  toward  opening  up  a pos- 
sible extension  of  the  industrial  area. 

2.  A building  fine  on  Starkey  Avenue  from  Pleasant  Street  to  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  bridge  to  make  possible  a future 
widening  to  fifty  feet. 

3.  Hayward  Field  skating  pond.  The  city  owns  a meadow  and  brook  at 
the  rear  of  Hayward  Field.  At  no  great  expense  a dam  could  be  built  across 
this  brook  and  a sufficient  area  could  be  flooded  to  make  a safe  skating  pond.

4.  Sale  of  city  owned  land.  Before  city  owned  land  is  sold,  the  Planning 
Board  be  asked  to  make  a recommendation  concerning  the  proposed  sale.  This 
would  help  to  avoid  conflicts  with  the  Board’s  Master  Plan. 

5.  The  duplication  of  street  names  in  the  city  should  be  corrected  and 
the  houses  on  certain  streets  should  be  re-numbered. 

We  have  been  pleased  to  note  the  increasing  use  of  our  office  by  those 
who  check  on  the  Zoning  regulations  as  they  apply  to  the  “use”  of  their  land. 
All  are  very  welcome. 

The  work  of  the  Planning  Board  is  not  confined,  however,  to  the  Zoning 
regulations.  Its  main  purpose  is  to  be  a fact  finding  body,  a research  depart- 
ment to  obtain  the  information  needed  to  make  a Master  plan  for  the  future 
development  of  the  city  with  special  reference  to  the  health,  safety,  conven- 
ience, morals  and  general  welfare  of  the  inhabitants. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cooperation  and  courtesy  extended  by  all 
departments  of  the  City  Government  and  the  Press.

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Report  of  Police  Department 

January  5,  1950 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department  of  the 
City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year  1949. 

The  Department  is  composed  of  Chief,  Lieutenant,  three  Sergeants,  twenty- 
three  Patrolmen  and  five  Reserve  Patrolmen.  We  have  the  following  equip- 
ment: One  1946  Ford  Sedan,  two  1948  Ford  Coaches,  two  1949  Ford  Coaches, 
one  1934  Patrol  wagon  which  is  used  for  utility  work  and  one  Panel  body  sedan 
which  is  used  for  an  emergency  ambulance.  We  also  have  two  1948  Harley 
Davidson  Motorcycles  and  one  1949  Harley  Davidson  Motorcycle.  I recom- 
mend trading  the  five  cruisers  and  the  panel  body  sedan  for  five  new  cruisers, 
two  of  which  should  be  equipped  as  emergency  ambulances.  The  motorcycles 
are  in  good  condition  and  will  serve  for  another  year.  All  cruisers  are  equipped 
with  two-way  radios  and  we  have  a main  station  transmitter;  this  will  have 
to  be  changed  from  33.5  KC  frequency  to  39.5  KC  frequency  by  July  1,  1950, 
by  orders  of  the  Federal  Communications  Commission. 

During  1949  the  department  made  473  arrests  for  numerous  offenses 
and  461  summonses  were  issued  for  motor  vehicle  violations.  We  investigated 
151  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  which  128  persons  were  injured  and  five  people 
killed  or  died  as  a result  of  these  accidents.  There  were  about  200  other 
minor  accidents  reported  by  operators  which  required  no  investigation  by  the 
police. 

During  the  year  we  had  113  licenses  to  operate  motor  vehicles  suspended 
and  35  revoked,  many  of  which  were  returned  after  a period  of  time.  We  also 
gave  994  warnings  to  motorists  who  were  checked  for  minor  motor  violations, 
these  persons  not  being  required  to  appear  in  court.  There  were  91  No-fix 
tickets  issued. 

Aside  from  the  arrests  this  department  made  2162  miscellaneous  investi- 
gations, most  of  them  of  a trivial  nature  although  some  required  immediate 
police  attention  and  action.  Many  complaints  involving  children  were  investi- 
gated and  adjusted  satisfactorily  by  conference  between  parents,  their  children, 
and  the  Police  at  Headquarters. 

A complete  list  of  all  offenses  is  attached  to  this  report. 

The  parking  conditions  are  much  improved  since  the  installation  of  park- 
ing meters.  They  are  a great  assistance  to  officers  who  have  to  check  on  over- 
time parking.  Almost  full  time  is  required  of  services  of  one  officer  who 
collects  and  repairs  the  meters;  four  officers  check  the  meters  and  do  traffic 
duty.  The  department  uses  two  cruisers  on  the  day  shift,  one  officer  in  each 
car  and  three  cruisers  are  used  on  the  night  shifts  with  two  officers  in  each 
cruiser.  They  patrol  the  city  constantly,  checking  traffic,  investigating  accidents, 
and  protecting  manufacturing  establishments  and  commercial  enterprises. 
Many  of  our  factories  have  burglar  alarms  and  many  others  have  their  watch- 
men report  hourly  to  the  Police  station. 
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I wish  at  this  time  to  express  the  deepest  appreciation  of  myself  and 
members  of  the  Departpient  as  a whole  to  Mayor  Francis  J.  O’Neil  and 
members  of  the  Municipal  Council  for  the  interest  and  consideration  they 
have  shown  in  and  for  the  department. 

During  the  year  the  Department  has  enjoyed  the  fullest  cooperation  from 
all  agencies  involved  in  law  enforcement  and  social  welfare  work  which  often 
reveals  need  for  Police  check-up.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Justices  of  the  local 
Court  and  officers  of  the  District  Court,  the  State  Motor  Vehicle  Department, 
the  Special  Police  officers  for  their  assistance  and  the  Police  of  all  neighboring 
communities.

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Electrical  Branch  of  the  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1949:

Lightning  storms  have  caused  extensive  damage  to  the  fire  alarm  system 
during  the  past  year.  A number  of  tappers,  two  gongs,  a register  and  two  fire 
alarm  boxes  have  been  burned  out  as  well  as  trouble  received  from  the  crossing 
of  our  lines  with  high-tension  wires  due  to  falling  tree  limbs  and  from  motor 
vehicles  striking  utility  poles. 

A new  manhole  was  constructed  on  Capron  Street  for  our  own  use  and 
in  conjunction  with  this  work,  new  cables  were  installed  in  our  ducts  from 
Union  and  Capron  Streets  to  South  Main  and  Capron  Streets  including  an 
underground  extension  to  Box  41  on  South  Main  street.  This  project  eliminated 
all  of  our  overhead  wires  in  this  area. 

All  of  the  fire  alarm  boxes  and  outside  equipment  have  been  painted 
during  the  year.  A new  set  of  storage  batteries  were  purchased  and  installed 
and  the  supporting  racks  and  equipment  painted  and  overhauled.  The  cells 
which  were  replaced  were  originally  installed  in  1937  and  gave  excellent  service. 
These  cells  were  guaranteed  for  only  four  to  five  years. 

Having  no  further  use  the  bronze  bell  located  in  the  tower  of  the  South 
Attleboro  Fire  Station  was  removed  and  sold  to  a bell  manufacturing  company 
in  Connecticut.  The  bell  weighed  approximately  875  pounds  and  the  sum  of 
$180.00  realized  which  was  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  by  the  buyer.  We 
requested  that  this  sum  be  made  available  to  this  department  to  defray  the 
cost  of  the  removal  of  the  bell  and  other  expenses  incurred.  The  request  was 
not  granted.  The  bell  striking  machines  located  in  the  South  Attleboro  Station 
and  in  the  tower  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Hebronville  were  both  removed 
as  these  were  of  no  further  use  in  the  operation  of  the  system. 
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Box  No.  511  on  County  Street  and  its  supported  cable  box  and  pedestal 
were  knocked  over  three  times  during  the  year  by  being  struck  by  motor 
vehicles.  Each  of  the  three  times  the  cost  of  replacement  amounted  to 
approximately  $300.00.  In  one  instance  the  cost  of  repairs  was  made  by  the 
insurance  company  through  the  City  Solicitor  and  the  money  voted  back  to 
our  maintenance  account,  but  in  the  other  two  cases,  they  are  as  yet  in  the 
hands  of  the  Solicitor  for  collection.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  request  funds 
to  cover  unexpected  accidents  of  this  type  in  our  budget  for  the  coming  year 
and  we  would  suggest  that  some  plan  or  method  be  instituted  whereby  our 
equipment  which  may  be  burned  out  by  lightning,  contact  with  high-tension 
voltage  or  damage  by  motor  vehicles  may  be  replaced  without  having  to  make 
use  of  the  funds  allocated  for  regular  estimated  maintenance. 


The  Box  511  standard  is  in  a hazardous  location  and  could  not  be  re- 
located because  of  existing  conditions.  However  a steady  guard  rail  has  been 
erected  around  the  standard  and  since  being  erected  we  have  experienced  no 
further  trouble  at  this  point. 


A start  has  been  .made  on  equipping  all  of  our  underground  standards 
in  the  center  of  the  -city  with  red  marking  lights  by  the  installation  of  two, 
one  on  Box  511  and  one  on  Box  312.  This  is  quite  costly  to  accomplish  all  at 
one  time  because  separate  cables  and  current  for  the  lamps  have  to  be  supplied. 
We  are  therefore  trying  to  install  a few  of  these  lights  each  year. 

Box  56  was  moved  from  its  old  location  to  the  corner  of  County  and  Olive 
Streets  thereby  affording  more  protection  to  that  area.  The  old  location  of 
Box  56  is  covered  by  the  box  at  the  Wolfenden  plant. 


A complete  new  line  has  been  constructed  on  West  Street  at  the  Braid 
Mill  Curve  because  of  the  new  road  at  that  point.  We  have  also  completed 
a new  line  the  full  length  of  Brook  Street.  It  was  necessary  to  move  the  whole 
line  from  the  West  to  the  East  side  of  the  street  to  make  way  for  the  Thacher 
Brook  project.  The  main  line  aerial  cable  on  County  Street  extending  from 
Capron  Park  to  County  Square  developed  serious  trouble  in  the  spring  and  was 
replaced  with  a modern  non-metallic-sheath  self  supporting  cable. 


A main  line  extension  was  made  from  Dennis  Street  into  Elmwood  Avenue 
and  a new  Box  518  was  installed.  An  extension  was  also  made  to  the  Vet- 
erans’ Housing  Project  off  South  Avenue  and  Boxes  541-542-543  and  544  were 
installed. 


Considerable  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  by  this  depart- 
ment in  assisting  the  various  civic  committees  on  matters  of  public  interest 
such  as  the  Fourth  of  July  celebration,  the  Junior  Commerce  Parade  and  the 
Christmas  Decorations.  Many  Fire  Alarm  boxes  have  been  changed  to  new 
poles  and  all  have  been  tested  and  serviced  as  required.  A total  of  302  service 
calls  have  been  made  to  the  various  sprinkler-connected  boxes  and  many  to 
the  various  school  houses. 


There  are  now,  at  this  time,  166  Fire  Alarm  boxes  in  operation  in  the 
Attleboro  Fire  Alarm  System.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  of  previous  years  we  repeat  that  plans  should  be  made  to  provide  for 
the  expansion  of  the  Fire  Alarm  System  to  correspond  with  the  general  growth 
of  the  city.  A new  building  to  house  the  Fire  Alarm  Office  should  be  con- 
structed in  a proper  location.  The  timing  of  the  system  should  be  speeded  up 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  All  old 
type  interfering  and  non-succession  type  boxes  should  be  removed  from  the 
system  and  modern  boxes  installed.  More  boxes  in  new  locations  should  be 
added.  New  cables  and  underground  ducts  should  be  laid  underground  to 
connect  the  outlying  fire  stations  with  the  center  to  insure  the  accurate  and 
non-interrupted  reception  and  transmission  of  all  alarms  of  fire  and  telephone 
communications  in  time  of  storms  and  other  major  disasters.  At  the  present 
time  we  do  not  have  sufficient  facilities  to  handle  our  own  voice  communica- 
tions between  stations.  The  outlying  stations  have  been  cut  off  from  the  center 
numerous  times  due  to  the  failure  of  the  utilities’  plant  not  operating  properly 
in  time  of  storm  or  severe  weather  conditions. 


The  operation  of  the  various  city  emergency  departments  have  come  to 
depend  greatly  on  the  use  of  radio  in  their  daily  work.  This  entire  costly 
system  can  be  placed  out  of  use  entirely  by  a severe  storm  and  because  of  this 
fact  we  recommend  that  a generator  be  purchased  and  installed  for  use  at 
the  Radio  Transmitter  Station.  Even  with  all  the  various  ty-ins  on  high-tension 
lines  coming  in  and  going  through  the  city  it  has  been  proven  several  times 
that  our  power  can  be  interrupted  for  an  indefinite  time. 

Because  of  the  steady  growth  of  the  fire  alarm  system  we  request  that 
an  additional  full  time  man  be  assigned  to  this  department.  It  requires  con- 
siderable time  to  teach  the  rudiments  of  fire  alarm  operation  and  maintainance 
to  a person  and  a man  in  this  position  could  be  learning  while  assistance  from 
him  could  be  used  in  the  general  maintenance  of  the  system.  There  is 
sufficient  work  in  maintaining  our  system  in  proper  condition  to  absolutely 
warrant  the  employment  of  a third  man  in  this  department.  We  wish  to  bring 
to  your  attention  that,  if  at  any  time,  both  of  the  present  members  of  this 
department  may  become  incapacitated  in  any  manner,  there  is  no  one  in  the 
city  to  step  in  and  take  up  the  duties  of  maintaining  this  department  in  proper 
condition. 


In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  thank  Chief  Joseph  Mowry,  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers,  the  officers  and  men  of  both  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  all  who  in  the  past  year  of  1949  have  assisted 
and  cooperated  with  us  in  the  successful  operation  of  this  department.

At  this  time  I wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  this  City  to  the 
proper  manner  of  installation  of  an  outdoor  television  aerial.  It  is  the  require- 
ment of  the  National  Electric  Code  that  all  outside  T.  V.  masts  be  grounded 
and  that  an  approved  lightning  arrester  be  connected  to  the  lead-in  wires. 
Lead-in  wires  shall  be  kept  at  least  12”  from  telephone  and  electric  wires. 

Overfusing  of  branch  circuits.  Larger  fuses  than  those  of  15  ampere 
capacity  should  not  be  used  in  branch  circuits.  If  the  fuses  continue  to  blow 
a licensed  electrician  should  be  called  upon  to  locate  and  correct  the  trouble 
at  once. 

I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  members 
of  the  Municipal  Council,  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and 
all  who  in  any  manner  contributed  to  the  operation  of  this  department  during 
the  past  year  of  1949.

Gentlemen : 

I herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Capron 
Park  covering  the  year  1949. 

The  popularity  of  Capron  Park  seems  to  increase  with  each  succeeding 
year.  Its  name  is  becoming  known  in  a wider  area,  and  friends  and  visitors 
come  here  from  miles  around. 

The  dry  year  we  have  just  been  through  has  had  the  most  serious  effect 
on  the  lawns.  They  will  require  extra  seed  and  fertilizer  in  1950  to  restore 
them  to  the  condition  they  were  in  at  the  beginning  of  1949.  Superintendents 
of  other  parks  were  all  hit  as  hard  as  we  were.  The  concensus  of  these  men 
seems  to  be  that  the  lawns  will  require  at  least  two  years  and  maybe  four  to 
recover  from  the  drought  of  1949.  No  one  wants  another  year  like  1949  for 
a long  time  again. 

The  flower  beds  also  showed  the  effects  of  the  drought.  We  set  out 
approximately  15,000  annuals.  This  means  that  we  set  out  our  beds  three 
times  and  still  the  color  display  was  not  what  it  should  have  been.  We  were 
all  discouraged  to  see  so  much  hard  work  go  to  waste  but  the  people  of  Attle- 
boro who  came  to  the  Park  encouraged  us  by  telling  us  how  nice  everything 
looked. 

The  lawns  at  the  Park  were  all  fertilized  in  1949.  A total  of  300  pounds  of 
50%  Chlordane  was  used  for  the  control  of  Japanese  beetles.  The  results  were 
excellent.  Three  acres  were  sprayed  with  P.M.A.S.  for  the  control  of  crab 
grass.  The  results  obtained  were  definitely  in  favor  of  doing  as  much  as 
possible  another  year.  I believe  that  this  grass  weed  can  be  so  controlled 
that  its  ugly  appearance  will  be  wiped  out  completely. 

The  Zoo  had  several  new  additions  that  have  created  much  interest.  A 
pair  of  White  Mute  Swans,  a pair  of  Wood  ducks,  a pair  of  crested  \Miite 
ducks  were  bought  from  a fund  raised  by  public  donation.  A pair  of  bison 
was  added  to  the  Zoo  through  the  generosity  of  William  O.  Sweet  and  a pair 
of  Mountain  Lions  was  given  by  Mr.  William  Greene  and  Mr.  William  O.  Sweet. 

A new  house  and  yard  were  built  for  the  lions  and  a new  fence  was  built 
to  replace  the  old  one  enclosing  the  animal  yard.  These  were  made  possible 
by  money  received  from  the  Harford  Capron  P^und. 

The  tennis  courts  were  in  continuous  play.  A definite  increase  in  popu- 
larity was  very  evident.  The  season  ended  Labor  Day  with  the  city  champion- 
ship matches.  The  John  W.  McIntyre  challenge  cup  was  retired  by  Dick 
Thompson. 

The  ball  field  was  again  in  continuous  use  from  April  to  September  when 
we  had  to  call  a halt  to  enable  us  to  do  some  much  needed  work  on  the 
diamond.  The  outfield  was  used  by  the  High  School  for  football  practice. 

The  playground  was  under  the  supervision  of  Eddie  Lee  and  Ruth  Alice 
Henderson.  The  attendance  was  very  satisfactor\-  until  the  last  two  weeks  of 
the  summer  when  it  fell  off  due  to  the  polio  epidemic. 
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The  band  concerts  which  were  given  by  Harry  Greene  and  the  Jewelry 
City  Band  with  Jim  Sullivan  as  soloist  were  enjoyed  by  thousands  over  a ten- 
week  period.  Frank  Bunker  substituted  at  one  concert  for  Jim  Sullivan  and 
Miss  Dorothy  Niebherr  sang  at  the  last  concert  of  the  season  with  Jim. 

The  4th  of  July  celebration  was  witnessed  by  approximately  i0,000.  In 
the  afternoon  there  was  an  estimated  1,200  to  witness  the  exercises  which  was 
a smaller  crowd  than  usual  due  to  the  excessive  heat. 

We  are  striving  at  all  times  to  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  Park  and  with  this 
in  mind  we  have  enlarged  the  rose  garden  with  the  addition  of  300  rose 
bushes.  The  area  alongside  the  animal  yard  to  the  east  was  set  with  100 
rhodendrons  and  36  azaleas.  An  additional  5,000  bulbs  were  planted  bringing 
the  total  to  approximately  15,000  bulbs  now  in  the  grounds  and  ready  for 
Spring. 

The  other  areas  under  our  care  received  their  regular  care  plus  a few 
changes.  New  settees  were  put  on  the  Common.  They  are  very  comfortable 
but  cannot  be  moved,  which  made  them  rather  unpopular  at  first.  Angell 
Park  had  a planting  of  Rhodendrons  and  Azaleas  which  adds  to  its  appearance. 
An  additional  piece  of  ground  was  given  to  the  City  at  Memorial  Bridge  on 
North  Main  Street  by  Mr.  Lester  Nerney.  We  plan  to  improve  this  next  year. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  department  totaled  $28,006.17  which  was

The  grandstand  and  backstop  will  need  replacing  in  a very  few  years  and 
at  this  time,  I believe,  should  be  given  serious  consideration. 

1 would  like  to  go  on  record  again  as  being  very  much  in  favor  of  pur- 
chasing the  Hinds  property.  Tliroughout  the  country  property  of  this  type 
is  being  sought  after  for  recreational  areas.  Here  in  Attleboro  we  are  fortunate 
enough  to  have  it  right  at  hand.  I cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  advantages 
to  be  gained  by  the  purchase  of  this  property.  With  this  land  and  a few  years 
work  Capron  Park  can  be  the  center  of  play  and  relaxation  for  the  people  of 
Attleboro. 

At  this  time  I would  like  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  Chief  Mowry 
and  his  men.  Chief  Marron  and  the  men  of  liis  department,  Mr.  Mawney  and 
the  men  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  Supt.  Bill  King  and  his  assistant, 
Harold  Wellman.  The  cooperation  which  we  have  received  from  these  de- 
partments has  enabled  us  to  attain  a greater  efficiency  in  our  department. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  ex-Mayor  O’Neil  for  his  assistance  and  counsel  since 
I was  appointed  Superintendent. 

Last,  but  not  least,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Park  Commission, 
Mr.  S.  M.  Stone,  Mr.  Harry  C.  Wolfenden  and  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Sadler,  Jr. 
Tliey  have  given  generously  of  their  time  to  help  solve  the  problems  that  arise 
as  the  days  go  by.  Their  goal,  as  well  as  ours,  is  to  make  a Capron  Park  even 
more  of  a joy  to  the  people  of  Attleboro.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Forestry  Department  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1949. 

The  Forestry  Department,  with  its  additional  equipment,  has  been  able  to 
carry  out  its  duties  much  more  efficiently  than  in  the  past.  The  aero-mist 
blower  has  made  possible  a larger  program  of  spraying,  and  a much  more 
satisfactory  job  of  roadside  brush  cutting  has  been  accomplished  with  the  aid 
of  the  new  roadside  power  mower. 

The  fight  against  the  Dutch  Elm  disease  is  a continuous  one  and  this 
department  has  been  alert  to  the  situation,  with  the  cooperation  of  state  and 
federal  agents. 

Tree  planting  has  become  more  and  more  popular  each  year.  The  one 
difficulty  has  been  to  keep  up  with  the  demand.  Property  owners  have  con- 
gratulated the  department  on  its  methods  of  work  and  care  in  this  vicinity.  In 
spite  of  the  unfavorable  season,  only  three  out  of  the  hundred  trees  planted, 
failed  to  survive. 


Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  removal  of  dangerous  limbs  and 
decayed  trees. 


The  Forestry  Department  aims  to  be  of  real  service  to  the  citizens  of 
Attleboro.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  made  a careful  study  of  probable  costs, 
and  endeavored  to  adjust  our  rates  to  cover  these  costs.  Our  estimates  were  not 
too  far  out  of  line,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  our  deficit  this  year  is  less 
than  that  of  a year  ago. 

Again  we  are  indebted  to  many  individuals  and  corporations  for  generous 
gifts  to  help  reduce  our  operating  deficit.  Donations  form  this  source  during 
1949  totaled  $19,530.00. 

This  year  has  been  another  when  we  have  had  engineers  and  artisans  at 
work  almost  continuously.  The  expansion  of  our  X-Ray  Department  has  been 
completed  with  the  addition  of  much  needed  and  already  much  used  equip- 
ment, and  space.  Our  therapy  department  has  also  shared  in  the  replacement 
of  obsolete  equipment  and  the  introduction  of  hydro-therapy.  No  longer  is  it 
necessary  for  all  polio  cases  to  go  to  Boston  or  Providence  for  treatment,  since 
we  now  serve  them. 

Electrical  circuits  and  emergency  lighting  equipment  and  panels  have  been 
brought  up  to  date  and  additional  required  capacity  has  been  provided. 

Our  steam  and  water  lines,  after  more  than  30  years  of  service,  have  been 
renewed  wherever  required.  Much  new  piping  has  been  furnished.  A sub- 
stantial saving  should  accrue  to  us  from  this  work  on  our  steam  costs. 

The  Board  of  Managers  has  also  provided  much  needed  room  for  our 
staff.  For  years  the  staff  has  patiently  moved  from  one  room  to  another  or 
none,  while  our  expansion  has  progressed.  Now  they  have  comfortable  and 
readily  accessible  quarters  where  their  conference  and  waiting  time  can  be 
spent  in  necessary  privacy. 

Without  the  cooperation  of  our  staff,  including  administrative,  professional, 
nursing,  and  general  service,  it  would  be  impossible  for  your  Board  of  Managers 
to  carry  the  responsibilities  that  are  theirs,  so  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
our  appreciation  to  them,  as  well  as  to  those  organizations  who  have  contributed 
effort,  or  of  their  means,  or  both,  to  bring  comfort  to  those  for  whom  we  are 
responsible.  We  are  also  deeply  indebted  to  the  press  and  radio  for  their 
assistance  and  cooperation  during  the  past  year. 
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To  the  people  of  the  area  we  serve,  we  pledge  our  continued  efforts  to  pro- 
vide for  them  the  best  of  care  in  time  of  illness.

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Report  of  Public  Works  Department 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for 
the  year  1949. 

As  the  scheduled  detail  will  show  the  work,  both  maintenance  and  new 
construction  has  been  diversified  and  well  distributed  throughout  the  City. 

The  number  of  new  streets  accepted  and  constructed  unfortunately  re- 
sulted in  our  being  unable  to  completely  meet  the  maintenance  schedule  set  up 
for  this  year,  with  the  result  that  considerable  resurfacing  will  be  necessary 
during  1950.  A limited  personnel  added  to  our  difficulty. 

The  department  is  very  fortunate  in  having  a personnel  that  in  its  entirety, 
for  diversified  ability,  willingness  and  co-operative  spirit  is  equalled  by  none 
that  I have  ever  heard  about. 

Our  mechanical  equipment  I feel  safe  in  saying  is  not  surpassed  by  many 
cities  much  larger  than  ours  and  the  remarkable  condition  of  all  the  units 
reflects  the  unusual  skill  and  attention  to  detail  of  our  garage  maintenance  crew 
under  the  direction  of  the  exceptionally  able  foreman,  Mr.  Byron  Blanchard. 
It  is  due  to  his  skill  and  knowledge  that  many  of  our  very  old  trucks  ( 16  years 
and  older)  are  working  every  day. 

I would  like  very  much  to  see  a truck-mounted  one-half  yard  shovel  with 
back  hoe  attachment  purchased.  A mobile  unit  of  this  type  would  be  of  great 
value  for  water  services  and  small  drain  and  trench  work  and  so  used,  would  not 
require  our  three-quarter  yard  big  shovels  to  be  diverted  from  street  construc- 
tion or  heavy  work. 

The  Brook  St.  Drain  project  to  eliminate  the  open  ditch  between  Dunham 
and  Maple  Streets  was  very  capably  carried  on  by  R.  Zoppo,  the  contractor  for 
the  entire  project.  48"  diameter  concrete  pipe  was  placed  between  Maple 
Street  and  East  Street  and  the  open  channel  between  Maple  Street  and  Dexter 
Street  was  deepened  and  widened  by  the  same  contractor  with  his  power  shovel. 

This  project  has  been  required  for  many  years  and  with  the  completion  of 
the  drainage  will  allow  the  City  to  follow  with  a permanent  street  surface.  The 
project  will  be  a great  benefit  to  this  rapidly  expanding  industrial  area. 

The  water  supply  development  for  the  City  is  being  ably  carried  on  by  the 
engineering  specialists  in  this  work  from  the  Thomas  Worcester  Co.,  consultants, 
on  this  project.  The  development  of  more  gravel  packed  wells  is  imperative, 
also  added  storage  area  should  be  provided  near  the  West  Street  Pumping 
Station. 

Whereas  the  long  range  planning  for  water  supply  is  obviously  necessary  for 
our  City,  there  are  several  conditions  at  our  West  Street  Pumping  Station  that, 
in  my  opinion,  require  immediate  study  to  insure  the  continuous  mechanical 
operation  of  this  plant. 

First,  the  main  pumping  unit  is  driven  by  a 200  horsepower  electric  motor 
with  one  operating  switch  board.  The  second,  or  stand-by  unit,  is  a Snow  pump 
operated  by  a cross  compound  Corliss  Steam  Engine  of  130  horsepower  which 
was  erected  in  1914.  This  unit  is  old  but  could  be  placed  in  excellent  condition 
at  a reasonable  expense,  and  is  definitely  too  valuable  to  scrap. 
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The  steam  boilers  for  this  pump  are  forty-three  years  old  and  are  definitely 
a liability  both  to  the  operators  and  the  plant  when  carrying  the  necessary  high 
steam  pressure. 

The  very  grave  and  ever  present  hazard  is  an  electrical  failure  rendering 
the  motor  driven  pump  useless,  which  actually  occurred  about  three  years  ago 
when  lightning  burned  out  several  sections  of  the  motor  requiring  a repair  job 
lasting  five  days,  and  at  the  same  time,  which  is  not  an  impossibility,  a boiler 
failure,  which  would  render  this  station  entirely  useless  for  water  supply. 

I suggest  that  a study  be  made  immediately  for  the  replacement  of  these 
old  steam  boilers  with  a Scotch  marine  or  water  tube  self-contained  boiler, 
which  requiring  no  setting,  would  be  more  economical  than  the  present  return 
tubular  type. 

This  boiler  replacement  would  insure  the  operation  of  this  station  at  all 
times  barring  some  unforeseen  accident  or  pipe  failure. 

Another  situation  at  this  station  concerns  operating  personnel.  At  present 
there  is  only  one  engineer  that  is  entirely  capable  of  starting  this  steam  pump  in 
an  emergency  and  should  he  be  incapacitated,  the  safe  operation  of  this  unit 
would  be  uncertain;  thereby  jeopardizing  the  welfare  of  the  entire  City  as  con- 
cerns water  supply. 

I recommend  that  a fourth  operator,  a man  having  a Mass,  steam  engineers 
license,  be  immediately  employed  to  insure  the  operation  of  the  steam  plant  in 
case  of  an  electrical  failure  rendering  the  motor  and  pump  useless. 

This  steam  pumping  unit  erected  in  1914  should  have  some  repairs  on  the 
water  end  to  place  it  in  very  good  condition,  although  it  is  a very  dependable 
unit  at  present,  and  is  too  valuable  to  scrap. 

At  the  Wading  River  Pumping  Station  in  Mansfield  the  only  source  of 
power  for  pumping  is  a 300  horsepower  Sterling  gasoline  engine  20  years  old 
which  in  the  original  installation  was  intended  as  a standby  unit  only. 

I recommend  that  an  electric  motor  and  switch  board  for  the  control  of 
same  or  a Diesel  engine  for  main  power  be  installed  at  once  at  this  station  and 
an  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Mansfield  be  written  for  supplying  the  necessary 
electric  current  to  operate  this  station. 

The  operation  of  this  station  is  absolutely  imperative  in  case  of  a total 
power  failure  at  the  West  Street  Station. 

The  water  main  extension  project  started  in  the  late  fall  by  the  con- 
tractor D’Alessandro  of  Hyde  Park,  Mass.,  beginning  on  Read  Street  at  West 
Street  and  was  laid  easterly  toward  Hebronville.  The  winter  was  very  mild  with 
little  or  no  frost  so  that  the  progress  was  remarkable  until  January  1,  1950. 

The  relocation  of  West  Street,  straightening  the  Braid  Mill  Curve,  so- 
called,  was  nearly  completed  before  cold  weather  stopped  work.  This  con- 
struction carried  on  by  Walsh  and  Babineau,  the  contractors,  reduces  consider- 
ably a traffic  hazard. 

Our  engineering  department  being  already  one  man  short,  was  further 
reduced  by  the  necessity  of  having  one  engineer  as  an  inspector  on  the  water 
main  bond  issue  project,  but  the  remaining  two  men  carried  on  splendidly  with 
the  result  that  all  engineering  work  was  completed  on  schedule. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  members  of 
the  Municipal  Council,  Department  Heads,  the  Press,  and  to  our  own  personnel 
for  their  fine  cooperation,  our  full  appreciation.

One  further  matter  deserves  special  mention.  From  time  to  time  the 
Board  has  received  complaints,  concerning  alleged  violations  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  from  people  who  apparently  believe  that  the  Ordinance  is  not 
being  properly  enforced  and  who  mistakenly  assume  that  the  Board  has  the 
duty  of  enforcing  the  same.  The  Board  has  only  such  powers  as  are  expressly 
conferred  by  the  Statute  and  the  Ordinance,  namely:  to  hear  and  decide 
appeals  from  decisions  of  the  Building  Inspector;  to  hear  and  decide  requests 
for  special  permits  upon  which  the  Board  is  required  to  pass  under  the  Ord- 
inance; and  to  hear  and  decide  requests  for  statutory  variances.  The  Board 
has  no  power  or  duty  to  enforce  the  Ordinance. 

The  Inspector  of  Buildings  is  the  sole  enforcing  officer  ( Section  9 ) . 
Furthermore,  Section  11  of  the  Ordinance  provides,  in  part,  as  follows: 

“B.  When  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  be  informed  or  have  reason 
to  believe  that  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  or  that  any  permit,  or  decree 
thereunder  has  been,  is  being  or  is  likely  to  be,  violated,  he  shall  make  or  cause 
an  investigation  to  be  made  of  the  facts,  including  an  investigation  of  the 
property  involved,  and,  if  he  shall  find  any  violation,  he  shall  give  immediate 
written  notice  to  the  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  and  to  the  occupant 
of  the  premises,  and  shall  order  that  any  violation  shall  immediately  cease. 

“C.  If  such  violation  continues  or  if  any  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  fails 
to  obey  any  lawful  order  of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  with  respect  to  any 
violation  or  any  use  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  shall  forthwith  revoke  any  permit  issued  for  the  occupation  of  the 
premises,  shall  make  complaint  to  the  Superior  Court,  or  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  for  an  injunction  or  order  restraining  further  use  of  the 
premises  and  shall  take  such  other  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.” 
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In  view  of  the  foregoing,  the  public  should  know  that  all  complaints  con- 
cerning alleged  violations  of  the  Ordinance  should  be  made  to  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings. 

In  closing,  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  former  City  Solicitor  for  his 
co-operation  and  able  assistance  during  the  past  year.  Mr^^^  Doyle  was  always 
prompt  in  responding  to  calls  for  advice  and  diligent  in  handling  appeals  from 
the  decisions  of  the  Board.  The  Board  appreciates  his  courtesy  and  co-operation.

Gentlemen: 

We  submit  the  following  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro  Housing  Au- 
thority for  the  calendar  year  1949: 

Twenty-four  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  at  which  all  members 
were  present.  Many  conferences  were  held  with  City  and  State  Officials  and 
others  with  reference  to  the  Chapter  372-1  Development  of  31  single  family 
units  which  were  brought  to  habitable  condition  during  the  year,  and  the 
development  of  Chapter  200-1  project  for  93  multiple  family  units  now  under 
construction. 


Three  demonstration  houses  built  under  the  first  project  were  open  for 
inspection  by  the  public  on  November  11,  1949.  An  impressive  ceremony  was 
held  on  the  site  of  this  day  under  the  auspices  of  the  Authority.  Senator- 
Mayor  Francis  J.  O’Neil,  Mayor-elect  Cyril  K.  Brennan,  Chairman  Frederick 
Roche  of  the  State  Housing  Board,  Members  of  the  Attleboro  Municipal  Council, 
many  other  city  officials,  Samuel  S.  Eisenberg,  the  architect,  A.  F.  Smiley,  the 
general  contractor,  were  all  present.  Many  of  these  gentlemen  addressed  the 
crowd  of  several  thousand  who  had  gathered  together  to  witness  the  ceremonies. 
The  houses  were  kept  open  during  the  following  week  and  it  was  estimated 
that  in  excess  of  12,000  persons  inspected  them.  We  wish  to  acknowledge 
with  thanks  the  assistance  of  the  American  Legion,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
Am- Vets,  the  Spanish  American  War  Veterans  and  their  Auxiliaries  for  their 
assistance  in  connection  with  this  opening. 


Members  of  the  Authority  were  in  attendance  in  the  Council  Chambers 
during  several  evenings  in  October  for  the  acceptance  of  applications  for  these 
houses.  Many  more  applications  were  received  than  there  were  houses 
available.  The  selection  of  veterans  was  made  on  the  basis  of  extreme  need 
for  housing.  Several  of  the  veterans  moved  in  on  December  1st  and  all  houses 
were  alloted  to  World  War  II  Veterans  by  Dec.  31,  1949. 

An  unexpected  problem  presented  itself  in  this  development  during  the 
winter  in  that  water  appeared  in  the  basements  of  several  of  the  homes.  Many 
conferences  have  been  held  on  this  subject  between  members  of  the  Authority, 
the  general  contractor,  members  of  the  State  Board  and  city  officials.  No 
final  solution  has  been  reached  and  on  a temporary  basis  we  have  used  pumps 
to  clear  the  water  out  of  the  cellars  which  seems  to  come  from  underground 
springs. 


Other  than  the  foregoing  and  the  grading  of  lawns  and  the  final  surfacing 
of  the  streets  this  section  of  our  project  is  completed. 
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During  a considerable  part  of  the  year  plans  were  being  developed  for 
the  Chapter  200-1  project  for  93  multiple  family  dwelling  units  now  under 
construction  at  Hillcrest  Oaks  off  South  Avenue.  The  approval  of  the  State 
Housing  Board  was  received  plans  were  put  out  for  bids  and  were  opened  and 
read  to  the  public  on  December  15,  1949.  The  City  of  Attleboro  agreed  to 
carry  50%  of  the  cost  of  the  perimeter  streets  and  to  make  provisions  for  sewage 
lines  to  be  brought  to  the  project. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  is  our  first  Annual  Report  it  is  with  much 
regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  one  of  the  original  members  of  our  Board, 
Mr.  Theodore  Leavens.  We  also  regret  to  report  that  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain, 
Jr.  found  it  necessary  because  of  the  pressure  of  his  own  business  to  submit 
his  resignation.  Both  of  these  men  were  of  much  assistance  to  us  during  the 
early  or  planning  stage  of  these  two  developments.  The  vacancies  on  the 
Board  were  filled  by  Mr.  Leland  B.  Smith  and  Mr.  Harold  W.  MacDonald. 

In  conclusion  may  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  ex-mayor  and 
the  present  mayor,  members  of  the  City  Council,  and  heads  of  the  various 
departments  for  their  cooperation,  their  advice  and  counsel.  We  have  enjoyed 
a most  cordial  relationship  with  the  various  members  of  the  press.  Without 
the  assistance  of  all  of  the  foregoing  our  accomplishments  to  date  would  have 
been  impossible.
